generous response to the call of the 
Red Cross, declared the President in 
his proclamation. "One of the most 
fearful disasters of all history h'a<i 
befallen the ill-fated Near Eastern 
area, where the lives of millions of 
unfortunate people even now depend 
and must continue for a long time 
to depend, on the untiring liberality 
of more favored 
communities."
